Congress deadlocked; 
may extend session 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The House 
and Senate are deadlocked over school 
busing and it may keep the 93rd 
Congress in session longer than this 
week 
The lawmakers hope to go home for 
Christmas Friday, but strip mining, 
trade 
and 
the 
vice 
presidential 
nomination of Nelson Rockefeller, are 
among the issues that must be decided 
before they leave. 
Another “ must” is an $8.6 billion 
supplemental money bill for a number of 
federal agencies. 


An antibusing amendment to this bill 
by Rep. Marjorie Holt, R-Md., was 
twice approved by the House but 
rejected Saturday in the Senate by a 2-1 
margin —including the rejection of a 
filibuster mounted by Sen. James B. 
Allen, D-Ala., by a 56-27 vote. 
Early Saturday, Sen. Edward Brooke, 
R-Mass., pounded his desk before an 
almost empty chamber, vowing, “ If we 
have to stay here until the next Congress 
comes here on Jan. 14, we will not 
accept the Holt amendment.” 
The Holt amendment says none of the 
94.4 billion in the bill for elementary and 
secondary education grants may be used 
by the Health, Education and Welfare 
Department “ to compel any school 


system as a condition for receiving 
grants and other benefits to classify 
teachers or students by race, religion, 
sex, or national origin, or to assign 
teachers or students to schools, classes, 
or courses for reasons of race, religion, 
sex or national origin.” 
HEW says that would effectively 
throw out the 1964 Civil Rights Law, and 
the Senate accepted an amendment 
from Sen. Hugh Scott, R-Pa., adding: 
“ except as may be necessary to enforce 
nondiscriminatory 
civil 
rights 
provisions of federal law.” 
The one vote needed to end the 
filibuster came from the assistant GOP 
leader, Sen. Robert Griffin, R-Mich, an 
opponent of busing. 
Another possible filibuster may come 
over energy The Senate is likely to pass 
and send to the House a bill to give 
President Ford authority he does not 
seek to impose gasoline rationing.

James 
Buckley, 
R-C-N.Y., 
backed by the administration and 
possibly by a majority of the Senate, is 
likely 
to 
offer 
a 
controversial 
amendment to deregulate the price of 
newly discovered natural gas. 
Federal Power Commission officials 
think this could triple the recently 
increased 
price. 
Opponents 
of 
deregulation may filibuster. 


Mardian denies cover-up; 
tells of resignation attempt 


WASHINGTON (U PII - Robert C. 
Mardian testified today he did not take 
part in the Watergate cover-up and was 
so “ desolated” when he learned of it 
that he tried to resign immediately from 
President Richard M. Nixon’s re- 
election campaign. 
Mardian, the fourth of the five 
defendants to testify in his own defense 
at the cover-up trial, said that at the 
time it was his “ firm conviction” the 
CIA was involved in the Watergate 
bugging 
and 
he 
had 
rejected 
a 
suggestion Nixon himself had authorized 
it. 
But he also said that a few days after 
the 
break-in 
at 
D em ocratic 
headquarters, he began to suspect that 
“ a group operating out of the White 
House” may have been responsible. 
Mardian, a former assistant attorney 
general, was a political coordinator for 
the Nixon re-election campaign at the 
time of the June 17, 1972, Watergate

“ No,” Mardian replied, adding that 
from past experience he suspected that 
if anyone at the White House were 
behind the break-in, it might have been 
presidential aide Charles W. Colson. 
“ What was your state of mind at this 
time?” asked Green. 
“ I have previously described it as a 
crisis of conscience,” Mardian replied. 
“ I was desolated.” 


He said that after three attempts to 
resign, Mardian succeeded in July, 1972, 
in persuading campaign manager John 
N. Mitchell to assign him to non- 
Watergate duties. 


Mardian said that after he talked with 
Liddy and Jeb Stuart Magruder, Nixon 
re-election 
officials, 
he 
began 
speculating that perhaps White House 
operatives were involved in Watergate. 


Mardian said he spoke with Magruder 
and Liddy in the days immediately the 
break-in at Democratic headquarters at 
the 
W atergate. 


Under the promise of secrecy, Liddy 
told Mardian about the plumbers —how 
members had broken into the office of 
Daniel 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist 
in 
Hollywood, Calif.; and had spirited 
away ITT lobbyist Dita Beard during the

Kleindienst to be attorney general. 


TROIS ILETS, Martinique (U PII - 
President Ford and French President 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing, reversing a 
decade of Franco-American rivalry, 
today 
ended 
a 
three-day 
summit 
meeting with announcement of a unified 
approach to the worldwide oil crisis 
The 
two 
leaders, 
in 
a 
joint 
communique, urged that the next step in 
developing a coordinated oil policy 
should be a meeting in March between 
oil consuming industrial nations, the 
less developed nations and the world’s 
oil producers. 
The March “ preparatory” meeting, 
they said, should be followed “ by 
intensive 
consultations 
among 
consumer countries” in order to prepare 
positions for a later world conference. 
The United States has been pushing for a 
unified policy among oil-consuming 
nations in dealing with the oil producers, 
especially the Arabs. 
The joint communique also covered 
several other issues including financial 
matters, defense and global disarma­ 
ment and security. 
It said that Giscard “ indicated” —and 
Ford accepted —a compromise offer to 
pay $100 million to the United States 
toward the cost incured in 1967 when the 
late Charles de Gaulle withdrew French 
forces from NATO control and ordered 
American troops off French soil. 
Immediately following release of the 
communique. Ford and Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger departed for 
Washington. 
Kissinger told reporters that the never 
before in Franco-American meetings 
has he seen such a spirit of pamtership. 
He said the cooperation would one of the 
“ really important outcomes” of the 
summit. 
“ We don’t think of each other as 
antagonists, but allies,” he said. 
The 
communique 
said 
the 
two 
presidents and Kissinger told each other 
about their latest contacts with the 
Russians and 
the Chinese. 
“ They 
expressed their conviction that progress 
in easing (East-West (tensions was being 
made,” it said. 
Giscard told of the Common Market 
efforts toward European unity and Ford 
“ reaffirmed the continuing support of 
the United States for efforts to achieve 
European unity,” the communique said. 
It said the nuclear arms agreement 
reached in Vladivostok in November by 
Ford and Kissinger with the Russians 
“ reduced the threat of a nuclear arms 
race.” Thus, Giscard joined the praisers 
of the controversial limit on nuclear 
delivery vehicles. 
It said the two leaders “ explored 
how” their countries could coordinate 
efforts to improve the safety in 
exporting nuclear materials. 
“ The two presidents concluded that 
the personal contact and discussion in 
this meeting had demonstrated accord 
on many questions and expressed their 
determination to maintain close contact

financial solidarity” . 
—Oil consuming industrial nations, 
the less developed nations and the oil 
producers should hold in March a 
preparatory meeting to set the stage for 
a world petroleum conference to work 
out the problems of price and supply 
The French previously had insisted that 
the full conference be held without any 


such preparatory session 
—The preparatory discussions 
will 
be followed by intensive consultations 
among consumer countries in order to 
prepare 
positions 
for 
the 
(world) 
conference.” 
These 
consultations 
signaled a victory for the American 
position that the oil-consuming nations 
must align their policy before going into 
any 
full 
conference 
with 
the oil 
producing nations 
Kissinger told newsmen immediately 
after the final summit talk that three 
days in Martinique gave birth to a new 
spirit of cooperation between France 
and the United States He called this one 
of the “ really important outcomes” of 
the summit. 
J-M,union schedule new meet

Chemical union workers will sit down with a federal 
mediator and representatives of Johns-Manville Products 
Co. Thursday in another effort to end a company imposed 
lockout that has idled about 500 workers. 
Negotiators for the International Chemical Workers 
Union, Local 146, reportedly have a counter offer to make to 
J-M that includes a willingness to accept a three-year pact. 
The union has previously insisted on a maximum two-year 
pact. Other details of the union offer were not disclosed. 
Meanwhile unionists walked the picket line today with 
signs proclaiming, “ Lockout ” All was reported peaceful on 
the lines. 
As the lockout continued into the eighth day today, union 
officials were girding their organization for the emergency 
Tom McCall, union president, said the Teamsters Union had 


agreed to observe the picket lines The company relies 
heavily on truck transport for its diatomaceous earth 
products. Union railroaders were also observing the lines, 
but Southern Pacific Transportation Co., supervisors were 
reportedly driving freight trains in and out of the plant. 
McCall reported the union had assigned Mike McVicar 
and John Hannah to assist him on a “ community relations 
committee,” handling publicity and other affairs in the 
community. 
C.A. Carlson, plant manager for J-M, said the company 
was keeping the plant operating by the use of salaried and 
supervisory personnel and with the assistance of 30 sales 
engineers who arrived from other J-M plants elsewhere in 
the nation. 
Asked what thoughts he had going into the Thursday 
meeting, Carlson replied, 
“ I ’m always optimistic.” 
However he declined to predict an early end to the lockout.

premises. 
The session will get under way at 7:30 
at City Hall Auditorium, in the rear at 
119 West Walnut Ave. It is open to the 
public. 
According to the State Elections Code, 
the city “ may bill” council candidates 
for the cost of printing his or her name, 
age, education and qualifications in pre­ 
election pamphlets received by voters. 
The 
charge 
can 
also 
extend 
to 
translation 
and 
handling 
of 
the 
candidates' statements. 
Virtually all cities in the state are 
putting these costs on candidates’ 
shoulders, according to information 
received 
by 
City 
Attorney 
Alan 
Davidson. The council tomorrow will 
decide if this is to apply to local council 
candidates as well. The next council 
election in Lompoc is March 4, 1975 and 
nomination paper filings have already 
begun. 
Exactly how much this charge will 
come to per candidate isn’t definite but, 
according to City Clerk Wilma Thomas, 
Lompoc now requires a deposit of $65 
from candidates and the City of Santa 
Barbara requires a deposit of $105. State 
law already shuffles the cost on to the 
candidate if the city doesn’t take its 
option to pay for the qualifications 
printing and handling itself. 
The purpose of action tomorrow to 
clarify the city’s position would be to 
avoid 
the 
situation 
in 
which 
a 
prospective council candidate might be 
kept from running due to the cost of 
filing and printing qualifications only to 
find after the election that the city had 
decided to pick up the tab. 
The staff recommendation to the 
council will be that the city firmly state 
that candidates, not the public through 
their city government, will bear the 
burden of this election cost. 
“ The continued existence of reckless 
and irresponsible driving” within the 
confines of the Lompoc Shopping Center 
is what spurred the center’s merchants 
association 
to

aid, 
according to their letter. 
The merchants’ request, they say, 
would probably not involve increased 
police patrols.

Congressman seeks

The

that the former New York 
governor had: 
—Revealed, for the first 
time, his own vast wealth and 
that of his family, estimated at 
well over a billion dollars 
—Provided $2.5 million in 
gifts and loans to close political 
associates 
and 
government 
officials. 
—Approved the publication of 
an unfriendly book on his 1970 
gubernatorial opponent. Arthur 
Goldberg, 
financed 
by 
his 
brother Laurance 
—Explained how he and his 
family spent $20 million on his 
political career. 
Most of the criticism was 
simply that Rockefeller is a 


very rich man whose invest­ 
ments include the cream of 
American business 
“This great merger of wealth 
and power is more than this 
Congress 
should 
tolerate," 
Rep John Conyers, D-Mich , 
told

Judiciary 
Committee which voted 26-12 
Thursday

ence rarely were challenged

LA MERCED, Peru (UPI)- 
Beset by bruises, cuts, hunger, 
cold, leeches and mosquitoes, 
the young pilot and six children 
hacked their way through the 
thick underbrush. 
It

of 
suffering for the plane crash 
survivors 
to 
reach 
safety, 
ending a week-long saga of 
courage and endurance in the 
Amazon jungle 
The drama began Dec. 7 
when a single-engine plane 
carrying students home for the 
Christmas holidays crashed 
into the jungles of eastern 
Peru. 
One of the students was killed 
in the crash. A second died 
three hours later. And a third 
died during the trip through the 
undergrowth 


Sheriff crashes 


with prisoners 


RENO, Nev. (UPI) - An 
elderly sheriff whose plane 
crashed while ferrying two 
prisoners to the Nevada State 
Prison was reported in serious 
condition 
here 
today. 
One 
prisoner had minor injuries and 
the other was unhurt. 


Sheriff Jess Harris, 71, of 
Elko County suffered a skull 
fracture and was trapped in the 
wreckage of his plane for 24 
hours before searchers located 
his Cessna 180 about 225 miles 
north 
of 
Lovelock 
early 
Sunday. 


Prisoner Donald Mentel, 36, 
a burglar from Caldwell, Idaho, 
suffered minor injuries in the 
Saturday 
morning 
smashup 
while Jack Lindsey, 54, forger 
from Yerington, Nev., was 
unhurt. 


Oscar Zehnder, the 24-year- 
old pilot, led the surviving 
students, ranging in age from 
nine to 16, through the jungle to 
a river and then down the water 
by raft to safety Saturday. 
The students, children of 
German immigrant families 
with farms in the remote 
foothills of the Andes moun 
tains, were all related to 
Zehnder. 
“We would never have made 
it without him,” said Herta 
Zehnder, 14, a cousin of the 
pilot. “He wouldn't give up and 
he wouldn’t let us give up ” 
She said the survivors sal­ 
vaged a flask of wine and two 
canteens of water from the 
plane. “We ate hearts of palm 
and occasionally came across 
edible fruits,” she said. 
“We lost our shoes and most 
of our clothes in the crash,” she 
said. “Our arms and legs and 
our feet were cut by weeds, 
thorns and sharp leaves.” 
They 
slashed 
their 
way 
through 
the 
underbrush, 
reached the banks of a jungle 
river and then hailed a passing 
Indian boatman. He took them 
downstream on a raft to the 
village of Iscocasin. 
A fter 
notifying 
th eir 
families, authorities flew the 
youngsters to La Merced, 150 
miles east of Lima and the site 
of the only hospital in the 
region. 
Doctors said the pilot was 
suffering from cracked ribs, 
bad cuts and severe depression. 
They said his 16-year-old sister, 
Gladys, was also badly de­ 
pressed but the rest of the 
children were in high spirits 
about their adventure. 
Authorities said Zehnder’s 
fast action in dumping out the 
plane's gasoline probably saved 
the survivors from a fiery 
death. 


Survey shows murder acts 
remain near level of 1973 


United Press International 
A UPI survey of 14 U.S. cities shows there were more or 
about as many murders in 1974 as in 1973, except in New 
York City. 
For the first 10 months of the year, New York counted 
1,268 homicides — 119 fewer than the same period in 1973. 
“If we knew why the murder rate was down we’d be able 
to stop murders —period," New York Police Sgt John 
Collins said of the figures. 
Pittsburgh’s 1974 murder rate was almost double last 
year’s, while its rate of other crimes was down. 
Chicago broke its all-time high annual murder toll of 864 
before December even began and now has recorded 920 
murders. Detroit, with official 1974 homicide No. 752, also 
seta record. 
The figures allow for only one general conclusion: that 
murder, however odious, is only a sign of larger, more 
fundamental social problems. 
No one, however, agrees on just which problems those 
are. 
“We re not going to see the homicide rate drop until we do 
away with unemployment, poor housing and pistols," said 
Detroit police chief Philip G. Tannian. 
Other Detroit officials blame racial tension in the city and 
still others say frustration caused by auto industry problems 
is responsible for the slayings. 
In Birmingham, Ala., Cincinnati, Ohio, Jackson, Miss , 
and Buffalo, N.Y., officials cite problems among family 
members or friends as the main reason for murder. 
Birmingham Homicide Chief B.R. Yers said 52 of the 64 
persons slain in the city this year were killed in and around 
homes, two were killed in schools, nine in the city's business 
district and one in the woods. In almost all cases, he said, 
the victim knew his killer.

The Times said an examina­ 
tion of the hotel’s records by 
the Nevada Gaming Control 
Board early this year showed 
that the hotel extended compli 
mentary treatment to John 


Joseph Vitale, a reputed Mafia 
boss from St. Louis, and other 
gangland figures during 1973. 
Sam Diamond, Aladdin presi 
dent, 
said 
that 
the 
hotel 
customarily provides compli­ 
mentary room, food and drinks 
for persons they consider to be 
“good players” in the hotel’s 
casino. He added, however, 
that “we don’t run a character 
background 
check 
on 
a 
player." 
Diamond criticized the Gam­ 
ing Board for “a leak to the 
press of what is supposed to be 
secret and privileged informa­ 
tion” concerning the investiga­ 
tion by the board.

The 
issue would be decided at a 
meeting with large donors, 
including industrialist David 
Packard, who loaned $150,000 
and has not been repaid, 
Tretheway said. 
Brown,

Maybe there was 
some relief that the long grind was over The Braves had 
proven they were a great team, they had just played a great 
game, and they had just been beaten by another great team 
“ It was a long season.” someone said to Chuck Van Allen 
as he snipped the tape off his knee The Lompoc quarter t>a- k 
piaved well all year, but played his best under pressure, in 
the final two games Friday he ran for 93 yards, including a 


17-yard touchdown, and passed well. 
“ That s what I thought at first.’’ Van Allen said quietly

Arthur Garrity’s 
order mandating the busing of 
students 
to 
d esegregate 
schools 
In contrast to a tension 
packed march and rally by 
desegregation partisans Satur­ 
day. the tenor of the anti-busing 
demonstration was festive 
But Mrs Lorraine Faith, the 
mother of a 17-year-old South 
Boston High School student 
who was allegedly stabbed by a 
black student, verbalized the 
emotions of the flag waving, 
sign-toting crowd with a verbal 
attack on the judge 
‘‘He seems to have more 
power than any dictator that 
ever crawled on the face of the 
earth,” she shouted 
When my 
son was stabbed Judge Gar­ 
rity’s reaction was to heap 
more indignities upon South 
Boston.” 
T o d a y , 
S ch o o l 
Superintendent 
William 
J. 
Leary was to present to the 


School Committee a set of 
recommendations developed at 
a weekend meeting attended by 
city officials, teachers union 
rep resen tatives, 
federal 
lawyers and several others 
On 
Saturday 
about 
3.000 
predominantly 
young, 
white 
demonstrators 
unsuccessfully 
attempted to break through a 
police barricade in order to 
march down Boylston Street 
Six persons were arrested and 
a number of minor injuries 
were reported 
City officials had refused to 
permit the demonstrators to 
use Boylston Street because of 
pressure from merchants and 
instead okayed a route down 
Commonwealth Avenue. 
A number of the demonstra­ 
tors took Commonwealth but a 
larger 
group 
decided 
to 
attempt the Boylston route. 


After being rebuffed at the 
police barricade they used the 
approved route to walk to the 
Common, where a crowd of 
between 10,000 and 20,000 had 
gathered to hear speeches by 
the Rev.

Walter Lippmann, 85, 
journalist, dies 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Walter 
Lippmann, a syndicated colum 
nist who twice won the Pulitzer 
Prize, died of a heart ailment 
Saturday. He was 85 
Lippmann s 
career 
as 
a 
commentator 
and 
political 
philosopher 
began 
during 
World War I and continued 
through three wars and the 
adm inistrations 
of 
eight 
presidents. 
He 
was 
the 
author 
of 
thousands of syndicated news­ 
paper columns and 25 books 
His 
column, 
“ Today 
and 
Tomorrow,” first appeared in 
1931. It was carried by as many 
as 250 papers in the United 
States and 25 foreign countries. 
A Socialist in his youth, 
Lippmann 
often 
proved 
difficult to classify politically 
as he watched the march of 
events in Washington and the 
world for more than 50 years, 
but he was considered a leading 
exponent of liberal thought 
Upon 
reaching 
his 
70's, 
Lippmann was acknowledged 
as 
“the dean of American 
newspapermen.” 
Lippmann was bom in New 
York City on Sept 23, 1889, to a 
wealthy family of German- 
Jewish descent. 


Privately schooled in New 
York, he entered Harvard in 
1906 and completed his studies 
there in three years with high 
honors. He was introduced to 


journalism as an assistant to 
muckraker Lincoln Stephens 
In 1912, Lippmann had his 
only 
experience 
in 
active 
politics as executive secretary 
—for 
four 
months 
—to 
a 
S o c ia lis t 
m a y o r 
o f 
Schenectady, N Y. 
His first book. “Preface to 
Politics,” published in 1913, 
gave qualified acceptance to 
the socialist cause, but his 
next, in 1914, showed sharp 
signs 
of 
disillusionm ent, 
especially with Marxism. 
In 
1914, 
Lippmann 
was 
invited to help found the New 
Republic, the liberal magazine. 
After brief government ser­ 
vice on a special task force 
preparing U.S. positions at the 
Paris peace conference, 
he 
returned to the New Republic, 
leaving the magazine in 1919 to 
write on his own. 
In 
1921, 
he 
joined 
the 
editorial staff of the crusading 
New York World, where he was 
in charge of the editorial page 
from 1923 to 1929 and editor of 
the paper from 1929 until it was 
sold in February, 1931. 
Lippmann then became a 
columnist for the New York 
Herald-Tribune, and from Sept. 
8, 1931, he presented his views 
under the heading “Today and 
Tomorrow.” 
In the last few years before 
his retirement in the late 1960s, 
the column was distributed by 
the Washington Post.

Cancer cure may already exist 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — One of the promising 
new weapons in the growing assault on cancer is 
the stimulation of a patient's own immune 
system to fight off tumor cells. 


The field of immunotherapy is still in its 
infancy and the role it will have alongside 
surgery, radiation and chemicals in battling the 
natron's No. 2 killer is not known. But 
laboratory tests with animals and a few trials 
with humans show that manipulation of the 
immune system can affect the growth of 
cancer. 


“ The question now is can these techniques be 
refined and given broad applicability so that 
they will have a major effect on the treatment 
of a variety of cancers in a clinically substantial 
way," said Dr. Steven A. Rosenberg, chief of 
the surgery branch at the National Cancer 
Institute. 


He discussed progress of immunotherapy at a 
recent cancer conference in New York and 
compared the field with the initial airplane 
flight of the Wright brothers in 1903. 


“ Their major achievement was not to get to a 
desired location faster or to carry mail but 
merely to demonstrate that it was possible in a 
heavier than air machine for a human to fly. 
And of course this is a field that took off and 60 
years later we were walking on the moon.

The idea now is not to develop a vaccine to 


prevent cancer from getting a foothold in the 
body because cancer causing agents necessary 
for the preparation of a specific vaccine have 
not yet been identified in humans. 


Instead, the attack is focused on the general 
stimulation of the body’s defenses against 
invading cancer cells. There are several 
techniques being evaluated to do this. 
Perhaps the most common way used by 
researchers to boost the immune system is to 
administer an antituberculosis vaccine known 
as BCG Another method is the immunization of 
the patient with his own tumor cells. A third 
technique is obtain a substance called transfer 
factor from the blood of a healthy relative in an 
attempt to transfer immunity to a diseased 
person. 


There have been several promising trials of 
various types of immunotherapy in treating 
malignant moles, leukemia and bone cancer in 
humans. 


Rosenberg 
said 
it 
may 
turn out that 
immunotherapy will be most effective when it is 
used in an attempt to eliminate residual cancer 
after the disease is first treated by surgery, 
radiation or drugs, along or in combination. 


He said research so far suggests that use of 
the body’s immune system in fighting cancer is 
effective only when there is a minimal amount 
of cancer in a patient. The patient’s immune 
system also must be healthy enough to respond 
to stimulation despite the weakening effects of 
cancer and its treatment.

SAN DIEGO (U P I) - Elec 
tricity can be as free as the 
wind if a rotor-driven generat­ 
ing unit invented by engineer 
Edmund L. Salter catches on 
He has designed a working 
p ro to typ e 
cap ab le 
of 
generating 7,000 watts of power 
from a 25 to 28 mile-an-hour 
wind Key characteristics are 
low cost, low maintenance and 
simplicity. 
“ The system will be able to 
provide sufficient energy to fill 
the needs of a single-family 
home in locations where the 
yearly wind velocity average 
exceeds eight miles per hour,” 
he said 
Units can be hooked up to 
houses 
already 
served 
by 
utilities or operated alone in 
remote mountain, desert or 
coastal areas where the cost of 
running 
in power company 
wires is prohibitive, the inven­ 
tor, a mechanical engineer, 
said. 
He kept projected costs down 
by dispensing with as many 
parts as possible. The result is 
a wind turbine which differs 
radically 
from 
slow-turning 
American farm and dutch-type 
windmills 
Salter said he believed his 
unit 
would 
overcome 
the 
primary 
problem 
of 
wind 
utilization —efficiency on an 
economical basis —by elimina­ 
tion of gear boxes and full- 
feathering propellers 
The unit has three large 
rotors, each with three blades 
and a circular steel rim. When 
the wind turns the rotors, the 
rims turn a central hub —for 
direct, gear-free driving of an 
alternator. 
With a 25 m.p.h. wind, the 
rotors turn at 250 to 275 
revolutions per minute and the 
alternator at five times that, 
Salter said. 
The hub on the prototype is a 
motorcycle wheel and tire, but 
Salter said later units would 
have an aluminum dome hub 
coated with long wearing, high 
traction polyurethane. 


The entire unit, standing 20 
feet tall, should be mounted on 
a tower at least 40 feet high to 
catch the wind, Salter said. 
However, he said the cost can 
be kept down by using a 
telephone pole. 


To avoid damage in high 
wind, the turbine is equipped 
with a damping device similar 
to a door closer. It permits the 
unit to tilt more and more as 
the 
wind 
speed 
increases, 


N / 


thereby decreasing the area 
exposed to the wind. 
“ In a high wind or hurricane, 
the thing will just kind of lay 
over flat,” Salter said 
In another shift away from 
more expensive designs used in 
Europe, he did away with the 
tail vane 
“ We don’t require a tail 
vane," he said “ Tlie rotors run 
downwind of the pivot point, 
like a caster on a chair 
Eliminating that vane just cuts 
another 30 to 40 bucks off the 
cost ” 
In operation, the generating 
unit is connected to a battery 
bank 
which 
stores 
unused 
power and feeds it out at a 
uniform rate. An “ inverter” is 
used to transform the direct 
current 
(D C) 
from 
the 
batteries 
into 
alternating 
current (AC) needed for such 
appliances as television sets. 
The turbine will not be in 
production for about a year, 
Salter said. He envisioned a 
generating unit cost of about 
$2,500, plus the highly variable 
costs of the tower and battery 
bank. He said mass production 
might reduce the unit cost 
substantially. 


“ We 
are 
attempting 
to 
develop these units to run for 
the first five years with no care 
at all, "Salter said. “ After that, 
required maintenance would be 
very low.” 


The designer said the unit 
could be backed up with a small 
gas 
or 
propane 
fueled 
generator providing up to about 
1,000 
watts 
of 
power 
to 
recharge batteries during long 
wind-free periods. 


However, said at least 60 per 
cent and possibly 80 per cent of 
the natron had wind velocities

Besides using the units to 
electrify houses, Salter said 
possible applications included

The attention being given to the

figure 
is 
the 
most 
concentrated since the approach, by 
Henry Aaron, to a new world record as a 
home run hitter Every day, the figure 
inches up And we are training ourselves 
to say that when it hits 7 per cent, a 
drastic change will occur in economic 
policy. At that point, the pundits are 
saying, we will reflate — giving to this 
operation 
precedence 
over 
curbing 
inflation 
Mr Milton Friedman, the wise and 
learned economist, made recently a 
throw-away observation, to which I 
think inefficient attention has been paid 
It is that for perhaps the first time, the 
number of people in America who stand 
to be hurt by inflation greatly exceeds 
the number who stand to be hurt by anti- 
mflationary measures That being so, it 
would appear that the majority would 
work their way on the 
minority. 
And 
that 
anti-inflationary 
measures would con­ 
tinue to prevail, over 
against 
inflationary 
measures That is the 
political logic of the 
observation, but it is 
unsafe to predict that 
that which is politi­ 
cally logical is that 
which will happen 
For one thing, there is a lack of 
common understanding If — let us use 
some 
raw 
figures 
— 
it damages 
strategically 
80 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
American people to do something which 
will bring tactical relief to 20 per cent of 
the American people — then one needs 
to inquire exactly into the nature, on the 


one hand, of the relief for the minority, 
and the sacrifice of the majority Using 
such 
benthamite 
specifications, 
the 
pleasure-pain principle would suggest, 
that it obviously hurts the middle class 
less to suffer a ten per cent erosion in 
their savings by more inflation, than it 
hurts 
the 
lower 
class 
to 
suffer 
unemployment 
Bui that is the easy formulation, most 
popularly resorted to by demagogic 
politicians, and socialist doctrinaires 
The 
tough-minded 
contemporary 
analyst 
will 
insist 
on 
a 
closer 
specification of the pains and the 
pleasures involved 
For instance unemployment today is 
not by any means the same thing as 
unemployment in the 1920’s, or even in 
the 1930 s Unemployment once upon a 
time meant a close brush with extreme 
physical 
hardship 
It 
could 
mean 
hunger, 
even 
starvation; 
the total 
neglect of the family, 
life without 
necessary medical aid; without shelter. 
As 
a 
p ractical 
m atter, 
the 
unemployment we have today means 
less than that There is a variety of 
relief, coming in from federal, state, 
and local organizations, covering food, 
shelter, medicine, even clothing 
G ranted, 
the 
longer 
one 
is 
unemployed, the more attenuated the 
relief, depending on the state one lives 
in On the other hand, it is also true that 
one can find, without looking very hard, 
hardy specimens of Americans who 
have been unemployed for years, and 
look not that much worse for the 
experience It is also true that every 
issue 
of 
every 
newspaper 
offers 
employment of various kinds, day after 


day, to those willing to do the less 
attractive work of the society 
the 
menial work 
At the other end of the picture, the 
erosion of ten per cent, say, in the 
buying power of the middle class is not 
merely a one-time erosion of its savings 
It must be viewed as the refranchising 
of a long-lived mechanism which cannot 
be aborted merely by switching gears It 
is a process that does more than deduct 
ten per cent from the purchasing power 
of 
a 
dollar. 
It 
influences 
myriad 
decisions of huge strategic consequence 
Mr Alan Greenspan, chairman of the 
council of economic advisers to the 
president, has said that if we reflate 
within the next year, it may require 20 
years before economic equilibrium is 
reestablished 
The new Congress is raring to go. and 
when that figure of seven per cent 
unemployed is reached, we are likely to 
see - or, better, to be overrun by - a 
huge splurge in Washington, aimed at 
reducing that figure. All the resources 
of national sobriety are greatly needed 
now 
to devise practical means of 
helping the seven per cent, without 
institutionalizing that inflation that cost 
them their jobs in the first place The 
wonder of it is that we have at this odd 
and 
crucial 
moment 
in 
American 
history probably the best oriented tight 
circle of men who ever held influence 
and power around the Executive 
A 
conservative president, surrounded by 
tough economic conservative advisers. 
Greenspan, Simon, and Bums. If they 
cannot publicize the case for sobriety, it 
is unlikely anyone else ever can; and 
possible that no one will ever again have 
the opportunity.

New tax on energy 
Cayce's venture inward 


The supernatural is in. 
And so, it would appear, is Hugh Lynn 
Cayce, son of Edgar Cayce, who he 
thinks 
of 
as 
the 
first 
"internal 
astronaut’’ of psychial science and was 
probably the century’s foremost para­ 
psychologist 
A mob numbering 
an honest 500 swamp­ 
ed the Allan Hancock 
College student center 
Wednesday night to 
tune in on the nature 
of psychic perception. 
It was another install­ 
ment in the Hancock 
Eminent Speaker Ser­ 
ies, which is rapidly 
outstripping the com­ 
plaint 
that 
there’s 
nothing interesting to 
do around here on 
weeknights. 
Hugh Lynn — for so he must be called 
in his native Virginia — is a middle 
aged, white top-notted Southerner whose 
science is “ sahance” and prayers are 
“ prahas” and whose oratorical follow- 
through is that of a more urbane and 
analytical Oral Roberts. 
He’s the type of man you’d love to 
have for a grandfather. It’s comforting 
in a way that it’s a comfy soul like him 
and not a wild-eyed Rasputin that’s on 
the forward skirmish line of a careful 
probe into such basically frightening 
phenomena 
as 
mental 
telepathy, 
psychokinesis and receiving messages 
from the dead If it’s the Cayce style of 
venture into these shadowy topics that’s 
coming into vogue, then there’s hope 
that calm men of science with senses of 
humor will still be around to crack open 
the dark giant doors to the revelations of 
the future. 
For there are far too many verified 
occurrences of telepathy and other 
parapsychological 
happenings 
for 
science to cede the field to shamans. 
One jumping off point for Cayce’s 
journey (his book is entitled “ Venture 
Within” ) is the concept that the brain 
houses the most magnificent tape 
recorder ever imagined. This was 


demonstrated, he went back, by a doctor 
who had opened a patient’s skull to 
locate a brain tumor But with each 
contact of the probe with the awake 
patient’s brain surface, the patient 
would experience instant replays of the 
sights, smells, sounds and feelings of a 
former time in his life. Touch a different 
point on the brain’s surface, and another 
childhood incident would spring full­ 
blown into life. 
Perhaps it is, Cayce mused, that 
everything we have ever seen or smelled 
or tasted or felt is recorded somewhere 
inside our heads — an annoying thought 
for those of us who, if this is true, must 
possess complete mental recordings of 
every Captain Midnight or Bugs Bunny 
episode from the Saturday morning tv 
marathons of our electronic youths 
One 
step 
farther and 
you have 
regression 
into 
former 
experiences 
under 
hypnosis, 
which 
Cayce 
recom m en ds 
be 
p ra c tic e d 
by 
professionals only And under hypnosis, 
not only the early lives of subjects have 
emerged but, occasionally, also fully- 
fresh memories or former lives. 
Cayce recalls speaking to a woman 
under hypnosis who suddenly began to 
speak in a heavy Southern dialect that 
claimed to belong to a 16-year-old boy 
conscripted into the Confederate Army 
only to have his eyes shot out in the 
battle of Nashville. Under hypnosis, 
Cayce said, the woman drawled of a 
home town village and of street, bank 
and other place names which were later 
verified historically to have actually 
existed. 
Cayce’s son, also a parapsychologist, 
set up a telepathy experiment in which a 
sensitive subject slept in one room while 
a 
professor 
in 
the 
next sketched 
drawings of pictures neither had ever 
seen before just as the slumbering 
subject 
entered 
periods 
of 
dream 
activity. 
After 
the 
sketching, 
the 
experimenters awoke the subject to 
learn of his dreams. 
The written accounts of the dreams, 
read aloud Wednesday as the actual 
pictures and sketches were projected on 
a screen, jibed amazingly with the 


content of the pictures and sketches 
made of them As one picture of a sunset 
at a beach was projected, Cayce read 
the subject’s dream description of 
fishing until the sun went down As a 
picture of the countenance of the statue 
of liberty was sketched in one room, the 
subject dreamed in another of a strange, 
stone-like lady, dressed in blue robes, 
who 
never 
moved 
and 
appeared

Before Cayce’s mother died, she 
agreed with him that two red 
roses 
would 
be

communication after her death. Years 
la te r, 
after 
her 
p assin g, 
the 
parapsychologist was telephoned by a 
man whose wife had been hearing 
stran ge 
voices 
and 
had 
been 
institutionalized because of it. Cayce 
had her repeat the words she heard over 
the phone It was a litany of madness of 
a while, he reported, but then, suddenly, 
the woman said “ Mr. Cayce, your 
mother gives you two red roses,” hung 
up the phone and never heard another 
voice again. 
Cayce believes that such occurences 
involve energy from a “ mind-spiritual 
factor 
capable 
of 
functioning 
independently from the body.” 
He 
believes also that there is a part of 
people that “ survives the flesh body .” 
A little disturbing, then, was the 
premonition of his father that he will be 
reincarnated in the year 2,100 in a 
seacoast town in Nebraska, surrounded 
by bald men who give him a Norweigian 
sounding name. 
Also a part of Wednesday’s trip into 
psychic perception were films of two 
Russian women, one who found that she 
could move small objects simply by 
wishing to and another who longed for a 
cigarette from a pack across the room 
one day and suddenly saw the pack begin 
to make jerking movements. 
Cayce did not trot out any sweeping 
cosmic theory to explain all of this. It’s 
much too early for that He inferred only 
that these and other verified phenomena 
seem to suggest that “ there’s another 
part of you that you just didn’t know 
existed.”

unexplainable happenings like these, 
Cayce, 
in 
the 
finest 
traditions of 
Pasteur, 
Freud, 
Kepler,

Darwin, just shrugged defiantly: “ So, 
we raise questions.” 
Perhaps on some clear day in the 
future, he offered, we really will be able 
to see forevermore.
